nish the management: necessary to carry on the business of the em- 
pire and mafce the necessary payments, while interfering as little as 
possible with the German people. 


The United States, Colonel Thompson thinks, is the only 


country financially and economically able to undertake that re- 
ceivership. His scheme, if it worked, would also solve the 
problem of the eleven billion dollar debt owed us by the Allies. 
We would cancel these obligations in exchange for an equiva- 
lent amount of the German obligation to our present debtors, 
the latter to "indorse Germany's notes," so to speak, guarantee- 
ing ultimate payment to us if she defaulted. The balance of 
the reparations obligations would also be placed in our hands 
lor collection in our capacity as receiver. We would take over 
the operation of Germany's affairs, distributing among the Al- 
lies whatever payments we secured, in proper proportion to 
the size of their share. All troops would be withdrawn from the 
occupied territory and a small American garrison substituted. 
German goods would be put on sale in the markets of the world, 
the places where ihey were offered and the prices being con- 
trolled by a committee to prevent the crowding out of French 
and English goods. 
Colonel Thompson thinks"we might need 


lo make a billion-dollar loan to France, but that the restoration 
of prosperity would make such a loan both simple and safe. 


It is a grand plan, and theoretically there is no reason why 


it could not be used to restore Europe at once and completely.
